amount of these bonds is $60,000 
with iuterest for nearly eighteen 
years. 

Nineteen years ago Estill coun- 
ty voted 1100,000 to the railroad 
bnilt through that county which 
was then known aa the Hidi- 
mond, NieholaafjUlff, Irvine & 
BaattyvillK t.' a While the 
terms of the projiDsition on which 
the issuance uf boudtt in payment 
of'\his amonnt was never oom- 
plied with by the rnilrosid com- 
pany, it is claimed, l|»o0,0U0 worth 
of tbeae bonds were issued to the 
railroad trtien tli - r.,a.'. -.vas coii;- 
pleted to Irvine seventeen years 
•to. The oonnty ofleinls have 
all along since these bonds were 
isaoed refused to provide for 
their payment, and the matter 
all the while has l)een in U>e 
courts which has invariable de- 
cided against the county.
